A 
NOVEL method for control of traffic in citv streets is 


tried in Dallas, one of the m ost progressive towns in Texas. 
The chairman of the citizens traffic commission, backed 
by the police department and service clubs, nam ed to 
citizens 
w ho are known as 1-men. 
! hey are to be on special traffic 
duty not heretofore performed in any manner. 
T hey are to 
keep their eves open for traffic violations and report by postal 


cards to the police. 
The names of the 107 are know n only to the chairman of 
the commission who appointed them, and they report only by 


n um ber to the police. 
T he department sends a polite letter to the driver or owner 
of the car whose num ber w as turned in, asking that m oré care 
be taken in driving, in order that the city m ay have a better 


record. 
In the three w eeks that the T-m en have been reporting 
there has been a noticeable im provem ent in driving and the 
m anners of motorists generally. 
Tw o m em bers of the police 
force were a m o n g the large num ber reported, and police m a n ­ 
ner toward drivers stopped for infraction of the traffic regula­ 


tions are being watched. 
So far there have been no complaints against being spied 
upon, which reveals the disposition of Dallas motorists. 
In 
most towns, however, being reported to police for traffic vio­ 
lations would cause resentm ent and a dem and for the nam es of 
informants. 
The question arises as to how the police will go about get­ 
ting the evidence in the event a violation is reported that calls 
for prosecution. 


THEY WERE DISILLUSIONED 
When the depression struck in all its fury numerous persons gave 
may to the back-to-the-land urge, under the impression th a t in the rural 
sections they could make a living and be independent of conditions which 
made it difficult to gain an existence in the cities. 
Many of them had no knowledge of agriculture, perhaps other than 
th at obtained by thrift gardening. 
All they had to do in the country, 
they thought, was to plant crops, and, of course, care for them, then they 
would reap the harvest. There would be plenty of food for their families. 
The surplus cou d be sold, and the money used to purchase clothing and 
other necessities which they themselves could not produce. 
It was a 
beautiful dream 
Buy many of them had a sad awakening, according to a report 
made by the Study of Population Redistribution, a research organization 
sponsored by the W harton School of Finance and Commerce of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania. 
A large number of these embryo farmers dis­ 
covered the movement, as far as they were concerned, was a dismal 
failure. 
Much of the trouble was caused by the migration being to in ­ 
ferior tracts of land, cheap or abandoned farms in sub-marginal terri­ 
tory. 
The movement, in the opinion of the research workers, has in­ 
creased the maldistribution of population. 
Farming is the same as any other business. 
To be successful, a 
farm er must know all the “tricks of the trade” and above all. he must 
have fertile land. In many instances it is possible to improve land which 
is not of the best for agricultural purposes, but to do th at requires train ­ 
ing in the art of crop production. 
The research organization suggests, as a means of helping these 
unfortunates and to bring about a more equitable distribution of popu­ 
lation, that there be a shift of industry to the rural districts. T hat might 
work, but the vast probabilities are that the back-to-the-land move­ 
ment will be followed by a back-to-the-city trek.

Dr. W V. Fetcho, Somerset coun­ 
ty medical director, denied reports 
the situation was out of control, and 
said all cases thus far reported were 
of a mild type and that no after­ 
effects were indicated.

A plea for a new state constitution 
to replace the present “relic of the 
horse-car.

bo necessary, as in the recent death 
oi Supreme Court Justice Alexander 
Simpson. Jr.. he stated, to seek in ­ 
terpretation of the constitution to 
determine when and

judges are to be elected to such va­ 
cancy. 
Limitations 
on

w ealths borrowing power are out

basis, he said.
